SYNTHETIC SOUND 
REVOLUTIONIZES FILM MUSIC 


Newest developments in the ficld o. 
film sound show the possibilities of 
creating an entirely new world of 
syinthetic sound, conducted recently 
iby the National Film oBard, have led 
musicians at the board to believe that 
in the future film music will be even 
more powerful and distinct than ever 
before. : 

Ordinarily, music composed to ac- 
company a film, when played, is re- 
corded as light waves on the sound 
track negative, This negative is de- 
veloped and printed just as snapshots 
are, ‘The resulting print can be sub- 
jected to a process whic converts the 
sound track into the music as orig- 
inally recorded. 

Synthetic sound, on the other hand, 
is produced by no instrument; it is 
drawn or photographed directly onto 
tho film. The point of this new way 
of making sound is not to attempt to 
imitate existing orchestra] instru- 
ments, but to consider it as a new 
musical instrument in itself, Its 
main feature is the incredible subtlety 
speed and complexity of its rhythms, 
excelling any other known traditional 
instrument in this respect.

Office if unemployed for seven consecutive 
days: ; 

4—Generally speaking, any employer or em- 
ployee MUST give seven days’ notice to the 
other party of any intention to terminate 
employment. (Form NSS 120 is still required.) 
Exceptions may be learned from the nearest 
NES Office: 


The partners to industry—employers and 
employees—should help the National Employ- 
ment Service to promote a high level of employ- 
ment by complying with these simple rules.

IGREAT NAVAL BASES 


Two In Northern Ireland Helped In 
Defence Of Convoys 

The Governor of Northern Ireland, 
Vice-Admiral the Earl Granville, has 
cited some remarkable facts and fig- 
ures showing the outstanding import- 
ance of Belfast and Londonerry as 
naval bases during the war. “Those 
two ports,” he said, “located on the 
flank of the immediate exit to the 
Atlantic from Great Britain, played 
a most important part in the vital 
defence of convoys. No fewer than 
85,493 ships were escorted on ocean 
convoys during the war and or these 
only 649 were lost.” 

As for Belfast's shipbuilding activi- 
ties in wartime the Governor men- 
tioned that as a result of the excel- 
lent facilities in the port repairs to 
merchant vessels amounting to 
nearly five million gress tons were 
completed. One of many remarkable 
feats was the almost complete re- 
building of the White Star liner 
Georgic which has recently been 
carrying troops home from liberated 
areas in the Far East. H.MS. 
Formidable, built at Belfast, had a 
gallant wartime record. She took part 
in the attacks on the Tokyo region 
by a British task force. Another Bel- 
fast-built ship was the light fleet 
carrier Glory. She too has been oper- 
jating in the Pacific, and appro- 
priately took the surrender of the 
Japanese forces in New Ireland, be- 
sides New Guinea, New Britain and 
the Solomon Islands.

Most’ Important Scientific Invention 
Was Work Of, English Professor 


The story of the invention of the 
cavity magnetron—the most import- 
ant scientific invention of the war— 


was told in London for the first time 
It is the cavity magnetron 
which was to a great extent instru- 
mental in virtually winning the war 
before the atom bomb was used. It 
is a tiny instrument about the size 
of an ink bottle in which electrons 
are whirled around, producing a 
series of vibrations and hence waves, 
somewhat on the analogy of a Siren. 
With it the inventor, an English Pro- 
fessor, J. T. Randall, was able in 
1940 to produce short radio waves 
with an intensity one thousand times 
greater than had ever been avail- 
able before. Introduction of the 
magnetron led to a revolution as 


\great as the invention of radar it- 


self, It had an essential part in 
winning the Battle of the Atlantic, 
in the bombing of the German war 
machine and a score of other major 
Allied victories.
